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What Education Is of Most Worth? 


The question ‘‘What Education Is of Most Worth?’’ constitutes 
as definite a challenge to present day educators as it has in past 
generations. Today a scientific approach to the solution of educational 
problems with its stress on the need for objective evaluation should 
give greater opportunity for a satisfactory answer to this question 
than was possible in a day when philosophical considerations alone were 
stressed. To the educational administrator present day conditions 
again offer the challenge of this question ‘‘What Education Is of Most 
Worth?’’ Now, when every item of the educational budget must be 
scrutinized with a critical eye before it is accorded a final place in 
the budget, it is imperative that we each endeavor to answer this 
question with respect to our own particular educational program. 

The statement is frequently made by the layman and as often 
refuted by the school man that the abiding values of education are 
to be found in the so-called fundamental subjects and in the training 
of youth under a close disciplinary regimen. On the other hand, we 
have the evidence submitted by many employers of large numbers of 
the graduates of our schools to the effect that from the modern activity 
program of the elementary and secondary schools are developed indi- 
vidual and social values which transcend those of the more formal 
training in the fundamental or tool subjects. So far as we know little 
if any evidence has been adduced which would assist in determining 
which of the two types of educational program has the greater value. 
It is probable that both are essential. Nevertheless, the factor of 
increased cost of the extended activity program on the secondary 
school level is one which at this time necessitates some attempt at 
objective evaluation of the results secured. 

The answer to the question ‘‘ What Education Is of Most Worth ?”’ 
necessarily should dictate the educational objectives of any particular 
school system. Whether or not the question can be finally or even 
satisfactorily answered it is still necessary that an attempt be made 
to secure a tentative answer in order that we may proceed on the 
basis of specific objectives and definitely projected outcomes. Other- 
wise, it is impossible for us even to begin any program of evaluation 
of the activities, organization, administration, supervision, and teach- 
ing provided for in our schools. At least a tentative statement of 
educational values is absolutely imperative in order that we may arrive 
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at a formulation of educational objectives. It is only in terms of 
definitely stated educational objectives that we can evaluate the educa- 
tional program. 

At this time it is more than ever necessary that we give particular 
attention to the evaluation of our educational programs. Educational 
administration is concerned with the efficient and economical manage- 
ment of a system of public schools. Efficiency in educational adminis- 
tration is measured in terms of the achievement of educational 
objectives. Economy is measured in terms of immediate and ultimate 
economic cost of attaining the educational objectives. Thus, the educa- 
tional administrator would be concerned with the evaluation of the 
educational program in terms of outcomes attained and also with 
the cost entailed in the attainment of such outcomes. Measures of 
educational achievement have been developed to the point where satis- 
factory evaluation of educational outcomes is possible, at least in a 
large number of fields. Little attention, however, has been given, it 
would seem, to an evaluation of the educational program in terms of 
economic cost. It would seem apparent that every educational system 
should be so organized as to provide the data necessary for educa- 
tional and cost analyses, so as to make possible a continuous self survey 
by the local school administration. This involves the establishment of 
a detailed system of financial and educational accounting which will 
yield complete analysis of all factors of cost. 

Some of the major problems which should be under continuous 
study by school administrators, and which require the maintenance 
of rather complete fiscal accounts are indicated in the questions which 
follow: 

1. What is the optimum size of educational units? How small or 
how large should a school be to effect the best educational outcomes 
with the most economical expenditure of funds? -How small or how 
large should an individual class be to achieve the most satisfactory 
educational results consistent with economy of expenditure? What 
relationship exists between varying teaching loads, achievement of 
pupils, and cost to the district? 

2. What are the most economical practices in the scheduling of the 
educational program? How should the course of study be organized 
in order to achieve the best educational results at the least cost? What 
are the comparative values of different schemes of educational organi- 
zation such as the 8-4, the 6-3-3, the 6-4-2, and other similar plans? 
Under what conditions should the junior high school be housed with 
the senior high school ? 

3. How should capital outlays be financed? Is it cheaper in the 
long run in any particular community to finance capital outlays by the 
issuance of bonds or by current tax levies? 
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4, What should be the relationship between the amounts provided 
for the several major bugetary classifications of expenditure: between 
general control and instruction; between instruction and supervision ; 
between instruction and auxiliary services? 

5. To what extent do the outcomes of special educational projects 
justify the expenditures entailed? How much can be spent advan- 
tageously for the education of handicapped children? How much 
should be devoted to special education of gifted children? What value 
is derived from school nursing and dental service? Is there a point 
at which the educational advantages of consolidation are offset by 
increased costs of transportation ? 

6. What are the most effective plans for pupil classification, 
guidance, and progress? What is the educational and financial cost of 
pupil failure? 

7. What is the cost and what are the educational outcomes of the 
socializing programs involving the so-called extra-curricular activi- 
ties? How many clubs can a high school support? 

8. What should be the ratios between the salaries paid teachers, 
principals, supervisors and superintendents? How much should 
teachers receive as salaries? What is the relationship between the 
salary paid a teacher and the educational results of teaching? 

The answers to questions of this sort should be derived from a 
continuous survey of each school district capable of establishing the 
basic accounting procedures which will provide the data necessary for 
such detailed analyses. It is only by thus evaluating the many factors 
in the educational program that the school administrator can satis- 
factorily assure himself and his public that he is achieving the purpose 
for which he is employed ; namely, the efficient, the economical manage- 
ment of a school system. Only thus also can he even indirectly evaluate 
the educational objectives established in accordance with his concep- 
tion of ‘‘What Education Is of Most Worth?’’ 

It should be borne in mind that, important as it is to conduct a 
continuous evaluation of the program and procedures of a school system 
with reference both to the effectiveness as well as to cost of such 
program and procedures, it is far more essential to establish an accept- 
able basic educational philosophy. The particular answer given by the 
local school administration to the question ‘‘What Education Is of 
Most Worth?’’ will determine in large measure the nature of the 
program and procedures set up to achieve the outcomes indicated in the 
particular answer to this question. 


State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
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Survey of Upper Secondary and 
Collegiate Education in California 


The Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching of 
New York City has been selected by Governor Rolph to conduct the 
survey ‘‘of public education of higher than high school grade in the 
state of California.’’ President Henry Suzzallo has initiated the survey 
by holding a three-day conference with representatives of California 
junior colleges and higher institutions at Sacramento, October 26-28, 
1931. In these conferences, Dr. Suzzallo endeavored to secure a clear- 
eut statement of the problems in the field of upper secondary and col- 
legiate education in this state. The conferences were entirely successful 
an'achieving this purpose and also did a great deal to clarify some of 
the major issues by discussion of the problems in the light of a basic 
and common educational philosophy. 

Dr. Suzzallo has stated that the survey will endeavor to present 
recommendations for the solution of the major problems in this field 
on the basis of objective data uncolored by prejudice or bias. The 
complete freedom and frankness of the discussions held at Sacramento 
indicate that this procedure is welcomed by all of the educational 
interests involved. The State Department of Education has promised 
Dr. Suzzallo and his survey staff full cooperation in the securing of 
data. We solicit the full cooperation of school officials throughout the 
state to the end that complete data may be made available to the survey 
staff in order that the recommendations to be made to the Governor and 
to the people of the state may be based upon as nearly complete an 
understanding of the educational situation as may be possible. 

Suggestions as to the problems involved in upper secondary and 
higher education in the state and suggestions as to techniques of solu- 
tion of such problems should be forwarded to Dr. Howard J. Savage, 
Secretary of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teach- 
ing, 522 Fifth Avenue, New York City, Dr. Suzzallo has expressed his 
desire to receive such suggestions from any interested persons or groups 
in the state. 

The procedure which has been set up for the conduct of the survey 
is as follows: 


1. A definition of the problems will be attempted through confer- 
ence procedures in order to define the field of the survey. 
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2. A survey staff will be maintained at the foundation’s headquar- 
ters in New York City with a representative, Mr. Paul Webb, located 
at the State Department offices at Sacramento, designated to secure 
such data as are necessary and forward the same to the survey staff at 
New York City. 

3. The data will be analyzed, tabulated, and put into graphic form 
by the survey staff at New York City. 

4. The analyzed data will be presented to a commission of seven 
outstanding national educators who will comprise the survey commis- 
sion. This survey commission will draft the report and will make the 
recommendations called for in Senate Bill No. 895. The report of the 
commission will be the Report of the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching to the State of California. 

Senate Bill No. 895 authorizing the Governor to institute the survey 
appropriates $25,000 to be expended in the conduct of the survey. 
The Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching has already 
appropriated an additional $25,000 and probably will appropriate 
further sums to augment the state appropriation before the survey is 
completed.

REGULATIONS FOR THE TRANSPORTATION OF PUPILS

or about the fifteenth of December. 

The State Department of Motor Vehicles, through the California 
Highway Patrol, is cooperating with the State Department of Eduea- 
tion in the enforcement of these regulations. School officials will, in 
all probability, receive calls from representatives of the California 
Highway Patrol in the near future and are hereby advised that such 
representatives are acting for and cooperating with the State Depart- 
ment of Education in the enforcement of these regulations. Complete 
information will be available in the bulletin referred to above.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INTERSCHOLASTIC 
RELATIONS 


At the Superintendents’ Convention held at Lake Tahoe in 1930, 
a resolution was passed authorizing the president of the Association of 
City Superintendents to appoint a committee of superintendents on 
interscholastie relations. Walter T. Helms, of Richmond, president of 
the association, appointed the following committee: Willard E. Givens, 
Oakland, Chairman; Frank A. Bouelle, Los Angeles; Walter R. Hep- 
ner, San Diego; F. F. Martin, Santa Monica; and Lewis W. Smith, 


Berkeley. 
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After meeting twice at the Riverside convention, the committee 
recommended that the following general policies be approved by the 
Superintendents’ Association, and that they be sent to the Secondary 
School Principals’ Association for consideration and action: 


1. All interscholastic championship games, in so far as possible, should be 
limited to local leagues. 

2. There should be a revision of the organization of local leagues, considering 
size of schools, and limiting the number of schools in the league so as to reduce the 
number of games. 

3. With the exception of San Diego, Bakersfield, Eureka, and possibly a few 
other places, long distance travel by athletic teams, involving staying over night, 
should be eliminated. 

4. American football should not be played in grades below the tenth. 

5. The discus and javelin throws, as athletic activities in the high schools of 
the state, should be abandoned. 

6. Spring and summer football practice by all schools should be eliminated. 

7. The use of the terms “major” and “minor” sports should be eliminated and 
the proper emphasis placed on all sports according to their educational values to 
those who participate. 

8. More emphasis should be placed upon the sports that follow through into 
after school years, such as volley-ball, handball, golf, tennis, and swimming. 

9. Athletic awards of intrinsic value should be eliminated and school letters 
should be substituted for all students who meet the minimum requirements in mental, 
social, and physical efficiency. 

10. The reduction to an absolute minimum of ticket selling within the school 
for athletic contests should be effected. 

11. Emphasis on interscholastic athletics should be decreased and emphasis 
on intramural athletics increased. 

12. Students should be required to pass a physical examination by a licensed 
physician before they are permitted to participate in athletic competition. 

13. The use of unpaid adult and student officials in all games, with the excep- 
tion of league games in football, basket-ball, and baseball should prevail. For these 
games adult officials should be appointed by the school authorities, and the officiating 
done, in so far as possible, by school people. The compensation for ofiicials should 
be standardized by the local leagues. 

14. The superintendents and city and county supervisors of physical education 
should have a definite responsibility, together with the high school principals, in 
determining interscholastie relationships. 

15. The high school principals of the state, in cooperation with the superin- 
tendents and city and county supervisors of physical education, should use the foun- 
dation laid by the California Interscholastic Federation in developing a larger group 
of local leagues and in increasing the personnel of the governing body. 

16. The Chief of the Division of Health and Physical Education in California 
should be a member of the governing body which determines all interscholastic 
relationships.

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Interpretations of School Law 


Attorney General’s Opinions 


COUNTIES 
Pupils—California Schools for the Blind and the Deaf 


The obligation of counties to give assistance to indigent pupils in 
the California School for the Blind and in the California School for 
the Deaf, under Political Code sections 2255 and 2240, respectively, is 
not dependent upon the three year residence required of indigents 
under Deering Act 5814, commonly known as the Indigent Act. (A. 
G. O. 7801, November 3, 1931, affirmed by A. G. O. 7808, November 6, 
1931.) 


DISTRICTS 
Attendance 
The governing board of a school district may adopt a rule under 
School Code sections 2.983 and 2.984, requiring pupils to attend certain 
designated schools within the district, and may make exceptions to 
such a rule, providing the board acts with reasonable discretion. (A. 
G. O. 7800, November 3, 1931.) 


Charter—Adoption of 

The adoption by a city of the sixth class of a freeholders’ charter 
takes the city out of the class of sixth class cities and the city becomes, 
under School Code section 2.110, a separate school district. (A. G. O. 
7784, October 24, 1931.) 


TEACHERS 

Aliens—Employment of 

A woman who is not a citizen of the United States and who has 
not declared her intention of becoming a citizen may not be employed 
as an instructor in a public high school under Deering Act 258 (Stat- 
utes of 1915, page 690, as amended). This does not apply to women 
who have lost their citizenship through marriage to foreigners. (A. 
G. O. 7744, September 30, 1931.) 


NotTe.—See page 467 of the November, 1931, number of CALIFORNIA SCHOOLS 
concerning employment of aliens. 
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Credentials 

Under School Code section 5.128 (chapter 283, Statutes 1931) ere- 
dentials can not be renewed or granted by the State Board of Education 
unless the applicant therefor subscribes to the required oath or affirma- 
tion. (A. G. O. 7781, October 21, 1931.) 


Leave—Sick 

The provisions of School Code seetion 5.750 (chapter 337, Statutes 
1931) are not in conflict with the provisions of School Code section 
5.721 (chapter 659, Statutes 1931). 

The term ‘‘illness’’ as used in School Code section 5.750 means 
such an indisposition or incapacity of a certificated employee as to indi- 
cate by the use of common sense that the employee should not be 
required to go on with his work. (A. G. O. 7785, October 23, 1931.) 


Salary—Deductions from 

School Code section 5.744 in so far as it relates to deductions to be 
made from salaries of certificated employees absent from duty is 
ineffective because of the enactment of School Code sections 5.750 and 
5.721 by chapters 337 and 659, respectively, Statutes of 1931. (A. G. 
O. 7790, October 29, 1931.) 


NoTe.—This opinion is probably not effective in cases in which the governing 
boards of school districts have not exercised the permissive provisions of School Code 
sections 5.721 and 5.750. 


Appellate Court Decisions 


- DISTRICTS 

Liability 

A high school district is not liable under Deering Act 5619 (Stat- 
utes of 1923, page 675) for injuries sustained by a passer-by injured 
by being struck by a missile thrown by a high school student participat- 
ing in a student rally held on the high school ground; nor is the district 
liable under School Code sections 2.800—2.802, unless the person is a 
pupil, those sections relating only to injuries to pupils. 


(Whiteford vs. Yuba City Union High School District, 67 C. A. 
DD. Sib, 2.0 PO sci) 


NoTEe.—School Code section 2.801 as amended by Chapter 1178, Statutes 1931, 
now relates to injuries sustained by anyone. If the injury alleged had occurred 
after August 14, 1931, the district might have been held liable under School Code 
sections 2.800-2.802.

A plan for effecting a closer integration of the program of activi- 
ties of the State Department of Education has resulted in the desig- 
nation of Mr. Walter E. Morgan as Assistant Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Mr. Morgan will continue to function as Chief of the 
Division of Research and Statistics, but will devote the major portion 
of his time to the improvement of the service of the department to the 
public schools through coordination of the activities and programs of 
the several divisions of the department. 

The purpose of this assignment is to effect an integrated depart- 
mental service through the establishment of departmental objectives, 
the adoption of a program of specific departmental activities calculated 
to achieve the established objectives, and the coordination of the activi- 
ties of the several divisions so as to insure the effectiveness of the 
departmental program. 


Permanent Representation of State Department of Education in 

Southern California 

Mrs. Irene Taylor Heineman was appointed Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction November 1, 1931. The headquarters of the 
new assistant superintendent will be in the Los Angeles office of the 
State Department of Education. 

This appointment establishes a permanent contact in the southern 
section of the state between the State Department of Education and the 
educators and other educational interests of this section. It will be 
Mrs. Heineman’s function to act as a representative of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, to give advice and assistance whenever 
possible, and to interpret the departmental program in the southern 
section of the state. 

Mrs. Heineman has served as a member of the State Board of 
Edueation since 1927, and has submitted her resignation effective 
November 1, 1931, in order to take up the duties of her new position. 

The new Assistant Superintendent of Public Instruction is a grad- 
uate of the University of California with the degrees of bachelor of arts

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and master of arts. She is a member of Phi Beta Kappa honor society, 
a former teacher in the Los Angeles high schools, a former trustee of 
the Los Angeles State Normal School, and a past president of the 
Southern California League of Women Voters. Mrs. Heineman is at 
present a director in the American Association of University Women, 
the president of the Southern California Phi Beta Kappa honor society, 
and a director of the California Association for Adult Education. 


HIGH SCHOOL AWARDS 


ScHouastic, the national magazine for high school classrooms, 
offers $10,000 in prizes and scholarships for creative work by high 
school students in literature and in visual arts through the Eighth 
Annual Scholastic Awards.

STATE CURRICULUM COMMISSION 


The State Curriculum Commission held its regular meeting in Los 
Angeles October 30 and 31, 1931. Authorization was received by the 
commission from the State Board of Education to study arithmetic 
textbooks for the elementary grades with the request that as soon as the 
study is completed the commission furnish to the board a recommen- 
dation for adoption. 

Progress was reported by the subcommittees in charge of the prepa- 
ration of the bulletins Education for Character and the Teachers’ Guide 
for the Intermediate Grades. Definite plans were made for the com- 
pletion of these publications. 


TEACHER-TRAINING CONFERENCE 


The Annual State Teacher-Training Conference was held at the 
University of California at Los Angeles November 6 and 7, 1931. The 
University, through its teachers college, provided opportunity for those 
in attendance at the conference to observe the directed teaching which 
is being carried on in the training centers. The principal and faculty 
of the Sawtelle Boulevard School gave a demonstration of teaching in 
the various grades and departments. At the University Training 
School, the visitors observed the student teachers at work. In the after- 
noon in a series of round table conferences, pertinent questions involv- 
ing problems of student teaching were discussed. 

An executive session of the conference was called by Superintend- 
ent Kersey. At this session, representatives of the teacher-training 
institutions and members of the staff of the State Department of Edu- 
cation considered questions of policy in teacher training such as 
standards of accreditation, teacher-training curricula, and regulations 
for State credentials. 

Definite announcements were not made at this meeting, but plans 
were considered whereby far-reaching policies may be determined. 

On Saturday morning at a general session, the characteristics of 
the successful teacher were presented by Superintendent Kersey and 
Dr. Shepherd I. Franz of the University of California at Los Angeles. 


CORRESPONDENCE COURSES IN HIGH SCHOOLS 
In connection with a survey which is being made by Dr. Leonard 
V. Koos, Associate Director of the National Survey of Secondary Edu- 
cation, Dr. Koos has addressed the following letter to us: 
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As a part of the study of the horizontal organization of secondary 
schools, we are interested in knowing the extent to which secondary 
schools make use of correspondence school and home study courses. 

You are probably familiar with the Benton Harbor Plan by which 
students receive credit toward graduation from high school for subjects 
taken by correspondence when such subjects are not offered in the regular 
program of the school. This instruction is paid for by the Board of 
Education and the study of the correspondence school lessons is done 
during school hours under the supervision of a member of the high school 


faculty. 
If your state department can give us the names and addresses of 


any full-time day, evening, or continuation schools in California which use 
correspondence school courses in a similar manner, we should appreciate 
your sending these to us. 


Will secondary school principals please forward the information 
requested to Dr. Koos, United States Department of the Interior, Office 
of Education, Washington, D. C., or to the Division of Secondary Edu- 
cation, Box 615, Sacramento? 


GETTING THE CHILD READY FOR SCHOOL LIFE 


The October 31, 1931, number of the WEEKLY BULLETIN of the 
California State Department of Public Health contains an article on 
‘*Getting the Child Ready for School Life.’’ The article deals with 
the proper food and clothing and the training in good habits of hygiene 
of children about to enter school. It points out the fact that prepara- 
tion for school life does not begin just a few days, a few weeks, or a 
few months before the child starts to school; the period of preparation 
covers the whole time from birth to school age. The article stresses the 
correction of physical defects and the regulation of all bodily funce- 
tions before the child is ready to enter school.

At the Pacific Slope Dairy Show, November 13, 1931, the branch 
high school at Shafter scored the highest number of points in the dairy 
judging contest.

STATISTICS OF CALIFORNIA JUNIOR COLLEGES, 
1921-22 TO 1930-31" 


The Division of Research and Statistics has recently completed 
a study which clearly indicates the phenomenal growth experienced by 
California junior colleges since 1921-22. The number of junior col- 
leges has increased from 23 to 36 while the average daily attendance 
reported by these institutions has increased from 173 to 15,120, during 
the past decade. The junior colleges in California are today growing 
more rapidly than are any other educational institutions in the state. 

There are two types of junior college in California. Twenty of 
these institutions were organized and are maintained in accordance with 
legislation enacted in 1917. They are financed by and constitute an 
integral part of the high school districts in which they are situated. 
Junior colleges which are maintained by high school districts reported 
a total of 4928 pupils in average daily attendance during 1930-31, 
which was 33 per cent of the total junior college average daily 
attendance. 

Junior colleges maintained by junior college districts were pro- 
vided for by legislation enacted in 1921. During the year 1930-31 
there were 16 district junior colleges in which there was a total of 
10,192 students in average daily attendance. Sixty-seven per cent of 
the total junior college average daily attendance in 1930-31 was 
reported by the 16 district junior colleges. 

Table number one presents junior college average daily attend- 
ance data for the years 1929-30 and 1930-31. It is significant to note 
that the average daily attendance in junior colleges maintained by 
high school districts has increased 59 per cent over the preceding year 
while similar data for district junior colleges indicate an increase of 
19 per cent. The marked increase in average daily attendance in 
junior colleges maintained by high school districts is due to the pres- 
ence of the Los Angeles Junior College, which reported more than 50 
per cent of this average daily attendance. Since this institution is 
now operating as a district junior college it is certain that the rate of 
growth of junior colleges maintained in high school districts will be 
materially decreased during the current year. 

The data presented in table number two summarize the growth of 
junior colleges in California since 1921-22.

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their technique of study. The first two chapters, dealing with incen- 
tives to study and how to plan activities in college, lay the foundation 
for the more specific directions for forming study habits that follow.
